Worked Vp C* Its Deptb« 
About It. 


WABSAW, Ind., Dec. 12.—The citi- 
zens of Warsaw are greatly exercised 
over the impurity of the city's water 
supply. The water is taken from a 
beautiful body of water known as Center 
Lake, which adjoins the town, but the 
lake has been fearfully polluted by crude 
oil, which the water company recently 
introduced as fuel at the pumping 
station. Every drop of water drawn 
from the mains is thoroughly impreg- 
nated with the petroleum, which is so 
offensive that it can not be used. The 
tank in which the oil is stored recently 
spnuig a leak, and the fluid found its 
way into the lake, and the water has 
been impregnated even as far down as 
the Tippecanoe river. It is feared that 
all the fish in the lake have been de- 
stroyed. It will be impossible to purify 
the 
water inside of three months, 
and the use of hydrant 
water 
will have to be abandoned for the win- 
ter. The city council will be petitioned 
at once to have the nuisance abated as 
soon as possible.

Then it was 
claimed l>y democrats that, notwith- 
standing the opinion of their attorney 
graeral and their own 
subsequent 
declarations to the contrary, no lieuten- 
ant governor was chosen at the election 
at which Colonel Bobertson received. a 
majority of the votes cast, and that Sen- 
ator Smith, who had been chosen presi- 
dent pro tempore of the senate, was en> 
titled to all the rights and emoluments 
of the lieutenant governorship. 


Now president pro tem Smith is no 
longer a member of the state senate, and 
no president pro tem. was chosen by 
that body at its last session, a resolu- 
tion looking to that result in naming 
Senator Cox for the position being voted 
down in its closing hours. 
The demo- 
cratic members, therefore, will have no 
one of their own number at the open- 
ing of the session who can assume to be 
entitled to act as lieutenant governor, 
and even if they should be able to pre- 
vent Lieutenant Governor Bobertson 
from ox>eningthe session, it is hardly 
likely they will be able to induce as 
good a republican as Auditor Carr to 
take his place. '' Nevertheless, it seems 
to be the opinion of the democratic ad- 
visers that something will have to be 
done "to preserve the consistency of the 
party," and whether that something 
will take the form of mere protest or 
more active opposition to the canying 
ont of the law by Lieutenant Governor 
Bobertson remains to be seen. 


The latter gentleman, 
interviewed 
yesterday afternoon, stated that he had 
no definite information of any intention 
on the part of democratic members to 
oppose his acting as the presiding offi- 
cer, although he had heard more or less 
talk of that character. "I do hot believe, 
myself," he added, "that any serious 
opposition to my acting as such officer 
will be made. The democrats have no 
one to put forward this time as a claim- 
ant to tbe powers and privileges of the 
lieutenant governorship. Auditor Carr 
will not serve them, and they will find 
their game blocked at the outset unless 
they undertake to find a way out by one 
of their own number making a motion 
and himself putting it to vote. The 
more politic democratic leaders will 
hardly be willing, I think, for the sake 
of a four days' occupancy of the chair, 
to risk a decision by the supreme court 
which will fix the status of their entire 
proceedings since the controversy be- 
gan. Another reason I have for expect- 
ing no trouble is that the democratic 
majority in the senate will be consider- 
ably smaller this year than it was two 
years ago, and, besides, there is no 
United States senator to elect I have 
an idea they will content themselves 
with filing a protest against me, as 
Governor (Jray did when I served on 
the board of equalization withbim last 
year. Still, there is no telling what the 
desire for democratic oonsisten<7 may 
develop. I only know that I intend to 
do my whole duty in the premiaes, al- 
though, personally, it is a matt«: of 
small moment to me who presides at tbe 
opening."

Her Jrauly lived in thit eottage, 
and accepted Poe and his wife ae board- 
ers in the suMmers of 1843 and 1844. 
She was then a child six: or seven years 
of age, but she distinctly remembers 
them both, as Mrs. Poe was fond of her 
and often had the child in her room. 
Her mother often toM her how Poe 
read the poem to the family, in manu- 
script, and how she always kept the 
room just as it was at tiiat time, down 
to the period when 
family left tbe 
house. 
Speaking,^ the room, M ^ 
O'Beime says: "I remember very well 
the old plaster bust above tbe door,* 
where there was a little shdf upon 
which it stood, that "pallid bust of Pal 
las, just above my chamber door." 
"Several persons came to interview 
mother," she says, "about 'The Baven,' 
and in that way I have always assod 
ated the poem with that room, and oou' 
tinned it in my memory." The poem 
was first published in CoUon's Whig 
Beview 
for February, 
1845, and was 
probably elaborated the summer before, 
which was the second season that Poe 
spent at the Brennan cottage. 
As we 
have said, his admirers believed that the 
peem was written there, and when the 
house was taken to pieces lately» many 
relice were purchased by them, such as 
the "chamber door," the mantel-piece 
of Foe's raven, pieces of moldings, and 
the window casements within which 
"there stepped a stately raven of the 
saintly days of yore." 
The mantel has 
gone to adorn the fire-place of a hand- 
some library in Brooklyn, as it was 
quaint and old-fa.shioned, with carved 
fmit aud vifles and leaves.—Utiva 
Herald.

Bat i ^ i n g 
care of one's self in time, one can often 
avoid sickness and the doctor's bilL 
One thing every family ought to have, 
and that is a rubber hot-water bag. 
They are not expensive, and ^ e f u l 
many times. 
For severe pain anywer« 
it oan be applied, and works like magic 
in many oases. Congestion, rheumatism, 
neuralgia, sciatioa, baby's coUc, all will 
yield to the warmth of the hot-watar 
bag. 


I know of nothing better for a sufferer 
with neundgia (I speak from a painful 
experience) than the bag filled with very 
hot water, enclosed within a flannel laid 
on the pillow, with comfortable blankets 
and soapstone, if the feet are cold, eyes 
covered from the light, one oan usually 
sleep off an attack. 
If baby cries with 
colic the hot-water bag laid in the crib 
beside it will often cure without inter- 
nal medicine. 


The longer I live the more I believe 
in external, instead of internal reme- 
dies, when they will possibly answM*, es- 
pecially tor young children. 


If one 11*^ a bad cold coming on it 
oan often be stopped by taking it in 
saason. 
Soaking the feet in hot must- 
ard water, rubbing dry, putting the 
child into a warm bed with the hot- 
water bottle at the back (when the chill 
begins), and soapstone at the feet, giv- 
ing hot lemonade to drink, and nothing 
to eat save a little toasted bread or gruel 
for twelve hours, will often effect a cure 
without medicine. If the lungs seem 
stuffed up put on a flaxseed-meal potil- 
tioe covered with dry flannel. 


The easiest way of making a poultice 
is to put on the baok of stove to heat a 
tin pbkte, lay on this a piece of soft cot- 
ton doth. 
Put stifficient meal in a 
bowl, pour on boiling water, stirring 
briskly, and making as stiff as you can, 
and spread it. 
Spread over one-half of 
the cotton, turn over the other half, 
turn over the two edges all around to 
keep the meal from falling out. 
If the 
poultice is to be carried far have an- 
other plate to cover it. 
Lay the poul- 
tice on the skin and cover with a hot, 
dry flannel. 


In a severe case the poultices should 
be changed every half-hour or less. 
Have the new poultice ready, and work 
quiokly, so there will be no exposure to 
the air. 
In all lung troubles and croup 
the temperature of the room needs to be 
carefully looked after. It should not 
vary day or night, and pure air should 
be admitted if possible without giving 
the patient a draft. If I could not get a 
doctor I should depend on poultices, 
keeping the patient warm in bed, an 
even temperature, perfect quiet, light 
diet, bathing tbe face and hands when 
feverish in hot water with a pieco of 
soft flannel. You will flnd it will cool 
off the skin (iuicker than cold water, and 
there is no danger of a chill.—Cottage 
Hearth.

But the good critic did not speak from 
observation or knowledge. 
Had she 
seen the spectacle she would have dis- 
covered that the Indian was not de- 
graded in her mind by showing himself 
as he is. Indeed, the performance is 
merely like one of his own games upon 
the plains, and he does not lose in 
dignity. 
On the contrary, the spectacle 
leaves probably a more accurate im- 
pression of the Indian than can be 
gained except by a visit to the plains. 


Certainly the effect supposed by the 
critic is not produced, and it is not at 
all of the kind injurious to the colored 
people which is due to the Ethiopian 
minstrels. 
It is, indeed, the raw mate- 
riiJ of the Indian that is seen, and not 
that which has been already influenoed 
in a diigree by civilization. 
But no one 
seems to hold sounder or humaner views 
of ^ e Indian, or of the duties that we 
owe him, and the manner in whidi they 
should be discharge^, than BafBiJo

But the terms of 
the sale contemplated a deferred pay- 
ment by the said defendant, «nd the 
party selling, hearing of the action of 
the tailor against the defendant, had 
declined to negotiate further, fearing 
that if he oould not pay his tailor, there 
was small chances of his making good 
his agreement in f, muoh greatw sum. 


"Therefore this defendant and man of 
mourning says that he is not only justified 
in not paying the said tailor and plain- 
tiff for the said clothes, but is entitled 
to damages against him for spoiling a 
profitable transaction." 


The Judge decided for the defendant, 
and the tailor not only lost his $500, 
but was mulcted in damages to the 
amountof laOOI
